Real competition does not exi>t 
between the Standard Oil Companies, 
because of interlocking stock owner­ 
ship through which the majority of 
stock in the several companies is 
owned by the identical interests, the 
reports says.

UT flower roses thriv e in a 
well drained soil that is not 
too dry and is well supplied 
with organic matter. 
The hy ­ 
brid perpetuá is succeed best in 
clay loam or In a soil with a 
clay subsoil. 
They do not suc­ 
ceed so 
well in 
grav el 
soils. 
Many of the tea roses and their 
hy brids succeed in v ery light 
lands if well supplied with or­ 
ganic 
matter 
and 
water, 
al­ 
though the ideal soil is a loamy 
one. 
A well enriched soil and 
one reasonably constant in its 
ability to supply the plant with 
moisture is the chief require­ 
ment. 
On the other hand, it 
must be well drained, as roses 
will 
not 
grow 
when 
water 
stands about tlieir roots. 
In heav y clay soils or wher­ 
ev er water is liable to stand it 
is desirable to prov ide artificial 
drainage. 
This is best done by 
ex cav ating to a depth of three 
feet, placing a twelv e inch lay ­ 
er of stones in the bottom, cov ­ 
ering these with inv erted sods 
and then refilling the bed with 
well prepared soil. 
This lay er 
of drainage should be connected 
with some proper outlet for car­ 
ry ing off tlie water. 
A drain of 
a similar lay er of stones one 
foot or more wide or a 
tile 
should lead to some main drain, 
a sewer or to an opening on low ­ 
er land, so that surplus water 
will be carried away immediate­ 
ly . 
In well drained soils such 
special precaution is not neces­ 
sary . 
Sometimes the lay er of 
stones without the outlet drain 
will l>e suiflcient.

The increase of food 
production 
this year must come about largely 
through increased efficiency on the 
f ar m s and ranges already in op er­ 
ation. 
This is not a time for ex peri­ 
ment in new areas and with new or 
untried crops and p rocesses. 
Con­ 
centration of effort should be made 
in areas already developed and on 
enterp rises already under way. The 


problem is not that of securing more 
land to cultivate. 
The difficulty con­ 
fronting tin* farm er i> rather that of 
securing an ample supply of labor. 
In fact, one of the principal limiting 
factors in food production this ye a r 
may he a restricted labor supply. In 
many sections of the West and South, 
the supply, relatively sha k ing, will 
not fall f a r short of normal. 
The 
effect will hi* felt more in the north­ 
e as t, in the neighborhood of tin* great 
industrial centers. 
It will b<* impossible to secure a 
large armv without some further dis­ 
turbance of labor. 
Agricultural op ­ 
erations not only must he maintained 
at their normal level hut must be ex ­ 
tended. 
This can he accomplished 
only by mak ing the labor remaining 
on the farms more efficient and by 
drawing into the 
field forces 
not 
heretofore regularly or fully used. 
The time of special stress will he 
during the harvest season, and every 
step should be tak en by the State 
and Federal agencies and organiza­ 
tion" to furnish relief 
when 
it is 
needed. 
The problem i" receiving flu* 
« •arnest vonsideration not only of tin* 
Department of Agriculture ami the 
Dej mrtnieut of Labor, 
but also 
of 
Stilt« * and local ag e n c i e s throughout 
th« * country.

DRINKING WATER FOR STOCK 


Automatic Device, Invented by Indiana 
Man, Insures Full Supply and 
Saves All Waste. 
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An ingenious contrivance for use in 
watering troughs has been invented 
by an Indiana man. It consists of an 
automatic device for filling the trough 
as fa st as the water is depleted by 
animals drinking it. The pipe through 
which the water is supplied is fitted 
with a spring valve. 
An angle-shaped arm is pivoted in 
the bottom of the tank near this pipe, 
with the lower end of the arm resting 
on the valve anil the upper end ter­ 
minating In a wooden ball, which 
floats on the surface of the water. 
The principle of this appliance will he 


While pedigree does not make the 
horse it lias considerable weight when 
his value is to be taken into consid­ 
eration.

Visit Ewe Flock Frequently During 
Lambing Season— Salt and Water 
Essential for Ewes.

During tin* lambing season the ewe 
flock should be visited early in the 
morning, the last thing at night, and 
once during the night. This insures 
a minimum lamb loss. 
Souk * sheepmen feed the iambs lit­ 
tle or no grain until they are weaned, 
but they an* kept on good pastures 
with their darns. 
If the pastures are 
good tin* ewes ar« * not fed any grain. 
Until the pastures have a good start 
tin* ewes are fed a ration of oats and 
corn sllag« * along with alfalfa, clover, 
or prairie hay. The lambs as well as 
the ewes should have plenty of fresh 
water to drink, and have access to salt. 
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As Float Sinks Valve Opens. 
grasped at once. 
When the water is 
at a certain height in the trough the 
ball will float in such a position that 
the arm will keep the valve on the 
supply pipe closed. 
As the water is depleted by stock 
drinking the ball sinks with it and the 
arm on the valve rises, ailmitting 
fresh water. 
This device insures al­ 
ways a full supply of fresh water in 
Hie tank and saves the waste water 
that otherwise runs over when the 
trough is filled from a running source.

On e theory adv an ced by a large hair­ 
dressin g establishmen t in Chicago is 
that gray hair comes from an impov ­ 
erished con dition of the blood. 
An other theory is that the chan ge Is 
based on the q uan tity of blood.

true that a person ’s hair has in stan tly 
turn ed white from bein g sudden ly Im­ 
mersed in ice-cold water.

The air theory is that which is held 
by the best dermatologists. H air grows 
in little scales closely fitted on e upon 
the other. On ce these scales get sepa­ 
rated. the air comes in an d forms eith­ 
er 
roun ded 
separated 
globules 
or 
groups by themselv es. 
When the air 
bubbles get between the hair cells an d 
the cortex the pigmen t is obscured an d 
the hair straightw ay loses its color 
an d appears white. 
This theory by all odds seems the 
most 
acceptable. 
The reason 
other 
theories about the q uan tity an d q uality 
of blood supply to the hair cells do n ot 
hold as much weight is because white 
hair is gen erally as healthy an d of the 
same tex ture as the hair before, an d. 
in fact. Is practically the same hair, 
differin g on ly in color. 
If the blood 
had much effect it would n ot on ly in ­ 
terfere with the colorin g m atter, but 
would also chan ge or weaken the hair 
itself.
